An hour later bomb- 
ers were sent over:and began a. systematic bomb- 
ing of the Chinese positions, being met by ‘machine- 
gun fire, while the Japanese heavy. batteries on the 
Kiangwan Golf Course re-opened a fierce bombard- 
ment, Sanh 

At 10 o’clock the order for a general attack 

' was given, infantry, tanks and armoured cars join- 
ing in the fighting which is going on furiously. The 
Chinese are replying to the Japanese attack with 
stokes, mortars and fierce machine-gun fire.—

Budgetary Limitation. 
BRITISH GOVERNMENT'S: VIEWS, 


Rugby, Yesterday. 
The General Committee of the 
Disarmament Conference will meet 
on Wednesday in Geneva under the 
Chairmanship of Mr. Arthur Hen- 
derson. :

is recognised that many complicat- 
ed factors would have to be ad- 
justed for a proper working. 
Conscript armies, for example, are 
less expensive to maintain than 
professional armies, and considera- 
tions of this-kind must obviously be 
taken into account. 

On ‘the other hand, budgetary 
limitation affords a useful means 
of restricting certain kinds of 
armaments sych, for instance, as 
the © so-called pocket battleship 
which, although it might conform 
to tonnage and other material Iimita- 
tions, is expensive to build. 

The British Government is ap- 
proaching the work of the Dis- 
armament Conference with a deter- 
mination to achieve the largest 
possible measure of success, and
